Welcome to EFS-Web, the United States Patent and Trademark Office’s safe, simple, and
secure means of electronically submitting patent applications and documents. This
Quick Start guide will provide you with the information you need in order to rapidly

understand how to file patent applications electronically, including a brief overview of
EFS'Web the process and screen shots that identify critical components of the product.

Before you file electronically there are a few important items you should know:

- EFS-Web incorporates e-commerce capabilities that give you multiple options for paying
for your patent application or document submission.
